In 
speaking of high prices and urgent de- 
mand, one feature of the flaxseed mar- 
ket, and one wherein of recent years it 
has differed radically from other im- 
portant agricultural staples, should not 
be lost sight of; it has been an exclu- 
sive ring, so to speak, confined to men 
and concerns, active in the business, for 
the sake of legitimate profit. The “pro- 
fessional trader,’’ as he is pleased to 
dub himself to escape the soubriquet of 
“professional gambler,” has been con- 
spicuous by his absence, and whatever 
there was of speculative trading might 
properly be classed as ‘‘in the legiti- 
mate course of business.’”” Longs and 
shorts were equally in need of seed and 
bought and sold in anticipation of 
profit from an actual turn over of the 
In other words, the demand was 
real, not merely speculative, and prices 
were governed by the law of supply 
and demand. It is this fact which

Considering 
that the demand for oil cannot have 
been far below the normal, the pres- 
sure on the seed world can be readily 
surmised, and the high prices touched 
during the heavy selling months can- 
not be taken as much out of the way. 
It is but reasonable to suppose, too, 
that there is practically no seed, and 
very little oil left to carry into the new 
season, and that hope for next year 
must center on an extra bountiful har- 
vest. The average of twenty-five mil- 
lion bushels will not likely be suf- 
ficient to meet domestic requirements. 
Prospects, however, are favorable at 
the moment; for, as usual, the high 
prices prevalent during the current sea- 
son have proved attractive to the 
farmers, and a largely increased acre- 
age has resulted. Up to the present, 
too, weather conditions have been ex- 
cellent. The condition of the crop on 
August 1, as given by the Department 
of Agriculture, was 92.7, as compared 
with 86.1 and 91.9, respectively, on the 
same day of 1908 and 1907, and an aver- 
age condition for six years of 87.7.

Plans have been prepared for a new 
building to be used for the manufacture 
of fertilizers at Wheat Sheaf lane and 
Gaul street, Philadelphia, for F. W. 
Tunnell & Co. It will be 102 feet wide, 
300 feet long and for the greater portion 
will be three stories in height. The 
walls will be of brick and the columns, 
floor and roof of concrete construction. 
It takes the place of the frame build- 
ings destroyed by fire. 

The plant of the EmpiregGraphite 
Company at Porters Corners, near 
Saratoga, N, Y., including a four-story 
mill and several smaller buildings, was 
burned, with a loss of $100,000, re- 
cently. The destruction of the Empire 
plant, which was One of the largest 
in northern New York, throws a large 
number of men out of employment. 
The stockholders in the company are 
all from New York city. 


According to Consul Solomon Ber- 
liner, of Teneriffe, the last groundnut 
crop of Senegal is so abundant that the 
Baol region alone, through which the 
Thies-Kayes Railway now penetrates 
forty-eight miles, produced 50,000 tons. 
The enormous quantity necessitated the 
introduction of extra rolling stock, but 
it was expected that the entire crop 
would have been brought to the coast 
for shipment by the middle of June. 


Censul-General William H. Michael, 
of Calcutta, reports that in view of 
complaints from lac buyers in the 
United States, the editor of a promi- 
nent local paper recently commented 
at considerable length on the practice 
of Caleutta manufacturers using resin 
in the preparation of lac, and called 
upon them to discontinue the practice. 
It was suggested that American buyers 
insist on contracts that would protect 
their interests. The consul-general 
adds that good has already resulted

It is stated that H. D. Jaqiish has 
purchased a building and will establish 
a cotton-oil mill at Gainesville, Ga. 

The imports of soap into Hangchow, 
China, were valued at £6,142 in 1908, 
as against £5,969 in 1907 and £5,888 in 
1906, 

Consul Carl F, Deichman, of Tamsui, 
reports that \the exports from For- 
mosa for the first three months of 1909 
were $741,046 in value. This shows an 
increase aS compared with the corre- 
sponding months of 1908. 

William B. Strong, vice-president and 
treasurer of the Milwaukee Drug Com- 
pany, has induced that concern to es- 
tablish a scholarship in pharmacy at 
the University of Wisconsin. For the 
present it will apply to the summer 
session. N. S. Sandohl, of Wisconsin, 
has been awarded the scholarship for 
this summer and will receive $35. 


Consul William Coffin, of Tripoli-in- 
Barbary, reports that a party of 
French engineers is said to have dis- 
covered phosphate deposits in Tripoli, 
but they could hardly be profitably 
worked without constructing a railway 
to the coast. If such deposits exist in 
sufficient quantity io attract foreign 
concessionaires, that would be the en- 
tering wedge for the development of the 
luterior, which has been practically 
closed to foreigners. 

The Menhaden Fisheries Company, 
which has been shipping fish oi) almost 
exclusively from Baltimore, last week 
commenced making shipments from 
Philadelphia. The barge John H,. Mc- 
Nally brought from Lewes, Del., 1,000 
barrels of fish oil from the company’s 
plant at that place and loaded the cargo 
on the Carthaginian, bound for Glas- 
gow. The old method of hauling the oil 
over the old Queen Anne Railroad, it is 
said, has been abandoned for the water 
route for economic reasons, 


It is reported from Pittsburgh that 
because the pipe mills of the country 
are too rushed with orders to accept 
new business for immediate delivery 
the Union Petroleum Company, of Buf- 
falo has purchased 80 miles from the 
National Supply Company, of Pitts- 
burgh. This pipe was made about 20 
years ago, and was laid in the Fort 
Wayne field of Indiana about 18 years 
ago, but is in prime condition. ‘The 
pipe will be laid from the Chatham gas 
field, in Ontario, to Sarnia, Ont. Only 
two companies bid on the order, 


Saltpeter is found in the numerous 
caves of the limestone hills of Loph- 
buri, Saraburi and Prabat. In these 
caves are found thick deposits of bat 
guano, which have yielded the potas- 
sium nitrate for manufacture of gun- 
powder and medicine. Lately it has 
been sold in Bangkok for the manu- 
facture of fireworks, and some _ has 
been exported to Japan. The natives 
boil the guano in pans, skim the liquid, 
and allow it to crystallize; this is 
again crystallized and the resultant 
saltpeter is of a slightly brown color, 
containing about 25 per cent. of potas- 
sium nitrate. 


F. W. Braun, Los Angeles, has sold 
the Braun Chemical Company, of which 
Cc. W. Hill is vice-president and gen- 
eral manager and Henry Blumenberg, 
secretary and treasurer, that portion 
of his business heretofore classed as 
the industrial chemicals and commodi- 
ties department, embracing stock for 
use in the arts and industries. He has, 
however, reserved for his own particu- 
lar business, cyanides, zines, mercury 
and other chemicals and commodities, 
used in mining and metallurgical fields, 
and also the business in assay and 
chemical apparatus and scientific and 
physical laboratory supplies. 


It is reported that a contract has 
been made between the Mexican Min- 
istry of Fomento and a British sub- 
ject conceding to the contractor, 
or to his company, the right to 
collect and ship guano from the isl- 
ands of Desterrada, Cornezuelo, Oeste, 
Perez, Pajaros, Chica, and Muertos 
of the Alacran shoals, in latitude 22 
deg. 23 min. north and longitude 9 
deg. 14 min. east of Mexico City. The 
company will pay to the Federal Gov- 
ernment a royalty of 75 cents (about 
37% cents) on every ton of guano ex- 
tracted under the concession. They 
undertake to commence preliminary 
explorations within six months’ time 
and active operations within the fol- 
lowing six months. The concession is 
for a period of ten years from the date 
of publication of the contract. 


Consul Stuart K, Lupton, of Catania, 
reports under date of July 12 that the 
prospects for the citrus fruits in the 
Italian provinces of Messina, Catania, 
and Syracuse are exceedingly bright, 
it being stated that the crop will be 
even heavier than in 1908, which was 
almost a record year. The almond 
yield will be 20,000 to 25,000 bags of 220 
pounds each, against 80,000 to 100,000 
for 1908. Filberts also will reach a 
smaller figure, about 60,000 to 65,000 
bags, as against 100,000 for last year. 
This decrease is almost wholly in the 
Messina province. Pistache nuts will 
be about average. It was at first 
thought that the olive crop would be 
very good, but heavy rains in May 
and June caused such losses that it is 
now supposed the yield will be only 
about half that of an ordinary year. 


The New England Quartz Company 
of New York has been reorganized. 
They make a specialty of silex and 
granulated quartz. This complete line 
embraces’ granulated flint, potters’ 
fluid, silex, silica, quartz, bitstone and 
impalpable powders. The mills of the

According to the London Oil and 
Colours Trades Journal, owing to the 
high price of lead and white lead in 
1907, the demand for lithopone in- 
creased to such an extent that the ex- 
isting works were unable to cope with 
it, and considerable enlargements of 
plant and the establishment of new 
works took place in Germany. The 
American crisis last year, however, 
caused a serious drop in the price of 
lead, and also greatly affected the 
building and other industries forming 
the chief consumers of lithopone, so 
that the market became overstocked 
and the convention had to lower its 
prices. Owing to the enormous out- 
put controlled by the lithopone con- 
vention, the small quantity imported 
(duty free) into Germany had little 
effect on prices, being only 2,000 tons. 
The keen competition arising from 
overproduction has had one good ef- 
fect, namely, that the makers have 
considerably improved the quality of 
the article. When the demand was 
particularly active, buyers were not 
specially exacting as to quality, but 
now they have become more critical, 
and only the best grades can com- 
mand a sale. At the present time the 
prospects of the trade seem more 
favorable, inquries being more active. 


According to a British consular re- 
port the quantities of bean cake, pre- 
sumably soya, exported from New- 
chwang, China, rose from 4,453,380 cwts. 
in 1907 to 5,594,678 cwts. in 1908. Of 
this quantity Japan took 4,403,723 cwts. 
or about 78 per cent.—a similar per- 
centage to that of 1906 and 1907—in 
spite of the increasing export from 
Tairen to Japan. A new venture has 
been the export of beans during the 
winter of 1908-09 from Tairen to the 
United Kingdom, presumably to be 
used as food for cattle. Hitherto, ex- 
perimental shipments of beans from 
here have failed, as the beans fer- 
mented on the way. This might have 
been due to the beans having got wet 
coming down the river, either acci- 
dentally or on purpose, so as to in- 
crease the weight. The beans in Tai- 
ren, on the other hand, as they come 
down by rail, arrive dry and are 
shipped dry, and the success of the 
venture may be due to this fact. How- 
there are rumors that, as soon 


ever, 
as the river opens again, shipments 
will also be made from here. That 


there are enough beans for both ports 
is evidenced by the fact that the South 
Manchurian Railway during the last 
winter carried daily about 6,000 tons, 
and yet there were huge accumulations 
at every station.

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Charles Franklin Garrigues. 

Charles Franklin Garrigues, president 
of the company bearing his name, at 56 
Pine street, New York, was stricken with 
heart trouble as he was about to enter 
his offices on Wednesday last and passed 
away before medical assistance could be 
had. Andrew J. Shipman, Mr. Garrigues’ 
attorney, was notified and took charge of 
his papers, later having the body re- 
moved to an undertaking establishment. 
Mrs. Garrigues and her daughter, who 
were traveling in Canada, were com- 
municated with and returned to the city 
on Thursday. 

Mr. Garrigues was born in Philadelphia 
on May 24, 1842, the son of William 
Garrigues, a prominent Quaker and mer- 
chant of that city, the family being orig- 





inally French Huguenots. 
At the age of nineteen he enlisted as 
quartermaster sergeant in the First 


Pennsylvania Regiment, which was one of 
the first regiments recruited in Pennsyl- 
vania for the defense of the Union, 

For valiant conduct on various occa- 
sions he was gradually promoted until he 
reached the rank of major, being assigned 
to the staff of General Franklin. At the 
battle of Williamsburg, Virginia, he was 
wounded in the leg, the injuries sustained 


causing a permanent lameness, 

With the exception of a period in the 
early 70's, when he was interested as a 
broker in the petroleum industry, Mr. 


Garrigues’ business life was confined to 
the chemical and allied trades. In the 
late 70's he came to New York, after a 
brief stay in Philadelphia and Boston, asa 
dyestuffs and chemical broker, and estab- 
lished the business now bearing his name, 
incorporating it in 1905. His company to- 
day is one of the most progressive and 
prosperous in its line. 

The death of Mr. Garrigues takes away 
another merchant of the old school, one 
whose memory will be long revered and 
cherished by those who were brought into 
contact with him. While men of his time 
have been classed as conservative, he was 
ever alert for chances to extend and im- 
prove, and there have been few business 
enterprises conducted in a more modern 
and systematic way than his. He was re- 
garded by all as the prototype of an up- 
right business man, and the letters which 
have been pouring into his office since the 
announcement of his death was made are 
the truest testimony of the high esteem 
in which he was held by his business and 
social friends, 

For the past few years he made his 
summer home at Allendale, N. J., living 
in the winter at the New York Club, New 
York, of which he was a prominent mem- 
ber. He also maintained a residence at 
Hackensack, N. J. The deceased was a 
past grand master of the Masons, a mem- 


ber of the Drug and Chemical and of 
the Hackensack and Richmond Goif 
Clubs. Mr. Garrigues is survived by his 


wife and daughter, one brother, William 
Garrigues, of Inauiana, and one sister, Mrs, 
IF. English, of Philadelphia,

William Bowman, founder and president 
of the Canada Chemical Company, died 
at his home in London, Ont., on Saturday 
iast ut the age of eighty years. He was 
for several years president of the London 
Gas Company, and was a director in 
financial concerns in all parts of Canada, 
He also nad extensive railway interests. 


Thomas 8S, Wiegand, 


Thomas S. Wiegand, the oldest alumnus 
of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, 
and for nearly a half century identified 
with that institution in various capa- 
cities, died last Tuesday at his home 
in Philadelphia. He was in his eighty- 
fourth year. Since 1900 Mr, Wiegand had 
been librarian of the college, and up to 
the close of -the term in May he per- 
formed the duties of the position in the 
usual manner. Since then he had been 
failing ‘rapidly and his death, which 
came very quietly, was due to the in- 
firmities of old age. 

Thomas S, Wiegand was born November 
9, 1825, and at the age of fifteen years 
entered the employ of Haskell & Merrick 
to learn the drug business. Two years 
later he entered the College of Pharmacy, 
where he was graduated in 1844. In 1845 
he was appointed apothecary to the New 
York Naval Hospital, but two years later 
he engaged in the retail business with 
the late Frederick Brown, Sr., as a 
partner. This partnership continued for 
three years, when Mr. Wiegand assumed 
the entire business on his own account. 
111 health compelled his relinquishing this 
business in 1866 when he entered the em- 
ploy of the old Philadelphia manufactur- 
ing concern of Bullock & Crenshaw, 
where he had charge of the sugar-coated 
pill department. He was there for six- 
teen years. 

He gave up the manufacturing business 
when he purchased the retail store of 
the late James N. Marks in West Phila- 
delphia, but in 188 his duties as actuary 
of the College of Pharmacy, to which 
position he had been appointed in 1878, 
claimed all of his time and he disposed 
of his store. During the time he was 
identified with retai] pharmacy, Mr. Wie- 





gand became widely known for his 
original investigations and his valuable 
contributions to the American Journal 
of Pharmacy and other publications of 
that period. For twenty-seven years he 
was a member of the Publishing Com- 
mittee of the Journal, and in 1874, upon 
the death of Professor Edward Parrish, 
Mr. Wiegand was selected as editor of 
the third edition of Parrish’s ‘Treatise 
on Pharmacy.” In 1884 this work was 
again revised by him. ; ; 

During his long life Mr. Wiegand’s 
devotion to his alma mater was demon- 
strated in many ways. In 1852 he para | 
anc 


one of the members of the college 

in 1854 was elected to the Board of Trus- 
tees. When the college buildings were 
first erected on Tenth street, in_ 1868, he 
was made chairman of the Building 
Committee and secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. When fur- 
ther additions and improvements were 
decided upon, in 1881, he served most 


efficiently in the same capacities on the 
same committees. Upon the death in 
1886 of William C. Bakes, secretary of 
the Board of Trustees, Mr. Wiegand was 
elected his successor. In 1888 th@® degree 
of Master of Pharmacy was conferred 
upon him, 

Wor twenty years prior to 1900 he was 
registrar of the college, but in that year 
the lighter duties of librarian were given 
him. In this capacity he was particu- 
larly valuable, not only because of his 
interest in the work, but because of his

SUCH ETHERS ARE USED AS FLAVORING 
MATERIALS IN BEVERAGES AND 
THEREFORE MUST BE MADE FROM 
PURE GRAIN _ SPIRITS. 
Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 
The Internal Revenue 
fused to permit the use of denatured 
alcohol in the manufacture of butyric 
and formic ether on the ground that 
such ethers are chiefly used as flavoring 
materials in beverages, and also because 
«a certain amount of undecomposed al- 
cohol remains in the finished product. 
The original denatured alcohol law un- 
questionably barred this class of prepara- 
tions from the benefit of the statute, 
but the supplemental law was enacted 
for the specific purpose, among others, 
of permitting ‘definite chemical sub- 
stances’ to be made with the use of 
denatured spirits. Under this supple- 
mental statute applications were Tecent- 
ly made for authority to use denatured 
spirits in the production of these ethers.

He showed 
much interest in the affairs of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, becom- 
ing a member in 1857 and serving as 
secretary of the Executive Committee 
for six years. 

Among the thousands of graduates of 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 
there was no one better known or more 
highly regarded than Thomas 8S. Wiegand. 
His faculty for recalling faces and names 
was remarkable, and only recently, when 
an alumnus of twenty years ago visited 
the college for the first time since grad- 
uation, Mr. Wiegand addressed him by 
name and recalled incidents of the vis- 
itor’s college days. He was always a 
firm friend of the members of the student 
body, not only because of his charm of 
manner, but for the many kind acts 
which he was always ready to perform. 
A short time ago a movement was start- 
ed to establish a scholarship in his honor 
and practically all of the funds for this 
purpose are now in hand. 

Mr. Wiegand is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. A, M. Huntingdon, of Phila- 
delphia, and Mrs, William Masser, of 
Los Angeles, Cal., and ay. a sister, Mrs.

“Your letter of the 3lst ultimo, addressed to 
the chief chemist, and making application for 
the authorization of formula No. 1 for use in 
the manufacture of butyric and formic ether, 
has been received, and the matter given care- 
ful consideration by this office. 

“The fact is recognized that the substances 
in question fulfill the conditions imposed by the 
amendatory act in being ‘definite chemical sub- 
stances’ produced from alcohol by molecular 
décomposition, and their manufacture from de- 
natured alcohol could lawfully be permitted 
under section 40, part VIL, of Regulations No, 
20, 

“In view of the fact, however, that t! 
ethers are used mainly as flavoring materials 
in beverages, and the further fact, which is 
apparent from your communication, that they 
must necessarily carry a considerable percent- 
age of undecomposed alcohol, I do not consider 
it to be for the best interests of the govern- 
ment, or in accord with the spirit and intent 
of the denatured alcohol law, to permit tax- 
free alcohol to be used in their manufacture. 
I must therefore deny your application.’’ 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has au- 
thorized the revision of form 567, which 
is the manufacturers’ record of specially 
denatured alcoho! received and used from 
time to time. As this form is used by 
every manufacturer employing specially 
denatured spirits the changes are of im- 
portance and should be carefully noted 
by all interested parties. The revision 
is set forth in the following letter of the 
acting commissioner :—

Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 
The Treasury Department has adopted a 
-ard form manifest for packages forward- 
ed by express from point to point in Can- 
ada through the United States, a matter 
of considerable importance to shippers of 
drugs, fine chemicals, dyes, and other val- 


uable articles of small bulk commonly 
forwarded by express. Heretofore the 
manifests employed have been of sheet 


form, each sheet covering a number of 
shipments. Under the new arrangement 
a card manifest will be provided for each 
package, in accordance with the following 
letter of instructions from Assistant Sec- 
retary Reynolds to the collector of cus- 
toms at Port Huron, Mich.:— 


“The department duly received your letter 
of March 3 last, submitting for adoption a 
eard form of manifest for packages forward- 
ed from point to point in Canada through 
the United States by express, to replace the 
sheet form prescribed by article 445 of the 
Customs Regulations of 1908. 

“You state that it has been your practice to 
use one sheet form of manifest for as many 
as four or five different shipments, but as the 
shipments are frequently distributed to dif- 
f.rent connecting lines, you have experienced 
great trouble in securing the return of the 
manifest. 

“The card form submitted is hereby ap- 
proved for shipment by express, to be securely 
ittached to packages near the seal of the cord 
and seal fastening, under the supervision of 
the customs officers who shall eign the certifi- 
eate thereon, These cards should be printed 
on bright red paper, 24% by 5% inches in size, 
and will be furnished by the carriers at their 
expense. 

“The collector at the port 
tion will detach the return coupon, showing 
the exportation of the package, and forward 
the same promptly, duly signed. to the col- 
lector at the port of original importation. 

“The filing of the manifest required by ar- 
ticle 445 of the Customs Regulationg of 1 
is not to be dispensed with. Such manifests 
will be filed by the express company with the 
collectors of customs at the ports of original 
importation, who will note thereon the ex- 
portation of the various packages when the 
return coupons herein provided for are re- 
ceived at their respective ports.’’

Trading in the local market during 
the week under review has evinced fur- 
ther signs of improvement, and, al- 
though sales for the most part have 
been of a jobbing kind for prompt 
shipment, there is more disposition 
among buyers to anticipate. Another 
sustaining influence is the increase in 
the number of inquiries, and the gen- 
eral situation reflects a firmer tone. 
In sympathy with the stronger posi- 
tion of pig lead in St. Louis local quo- 
tations have advanced to 4.35@4.40, and 
the consensus of opinion is that from 
now on the trend of prices will be up- 
ward. No appreciable change is noced 
in the trading in dry white lead or lead 
in oil. The oxides, however, are in bet- 
ter request and values have firmed ac- 
cordingly, efforts on the part of buyers 
to shade being unsuccessful. All grades 
of zines reflect seasonable activity at 
former quotations. The movement of 
dry colors has been of sufficient pro- 
portions to sustain values. Business 
in both varnish gums and China wood 
oil has improved. A detailed review of 
the market follows. Complete reports 
of the linseed oil and naval stores 
markets appear on pages 19 and 22, 
respectively.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, etc. 

PIG LEAD.—Under the pressure of 
increased inquiry for futures and the 
stronger position of St. Louis market, 
local quotations on pig lead have ad- 
vanced to 4.35@4.40. The general feel- 
ing which now prevails among the local 
trade is that from now on the tendency 
will be for a higher market. In New 
York offers and sales have been made 
on the basis of 4.35@4.40 for both spot 
and August delivery. Advices from St. 
Louis report an 
demand, and prices have advanced to 
4.20@4.25c. The London market is 
slightly higher at £12 11s. 3d., as com- 
pared with £12 10s. of the preceding 
week. \ 

WHITE LEAD.—Continued firmness 
is in evidence in the trading in white 
lead. While dealers report no further 
improvement in the movement into con- 
suming channels, the number of in- 
quiries show a gratifying increase. Lead 
in oil reflects a steady tone in spite of 
the easier position of the oil market. 
General quotations are as follows:— 
Dry lead, in carloads, 534@5%c.; smaller 
lots, 5%@6c.; lead in oil, 64%@6%c., as 
to brand, for lots of 500 pounds and 
over, in packages of 100 pounds and 
upward. In lots less than 500 pounds 
the usual advance of ‘ec. is charged. 
English lead in oil, 10144@10%c., as to 
quantity. 

RED LEAD.—The demand for red 
lead has improved during the past 
week. As heretofore, buying is of a 
jobbing sort, but the aggregate of sales 
show a decided increase, and under this 
sustaining influence the market dis- 
plays a firmer tone. The former sched- 
ule remains stationary on the basis of 
614,@7c. for domestic and 84@8%e. for 
foreign, as to grade and quantity, pre- 
vails, 

LITHARGE.—With the advance of 
the month the conditions governing 
both the imported and domestic grades 
of litharge are more satisfactory, Dur-

Production of Barytes in 1908. 


RETURNS CONCERNING THE INDUSTRY 
BY U. 8S. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 
HEAVY DECREASE FROM OUT- 


TURN OF PREVIOUS YEAR 
Washington, Aug. 13, 1909. 
In 1908 the quantity of crude barytes re- 


ported as mined in the United States was 
$110,662, 


34,615 short tons, valued at ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
United States Geological Survey. This 


value is intended to represent that of the 
crude barytes at the mines, hand cobbed, 


sorted, and ready for shipment to the 
mills. In reality it probably represents, 
especially for Kentucky, the value of 


some of the material at railroad shipping 


points and includes the cost of hauling 
by wagon. 
The production for 1#8 showed a de- 


crease in quantity of 55,006 short tons and 


in value of $181,115 from that of 1907, and 
amounted in fact to only about 3886 per 
cent. of the output of 17. This great 


decrease was not surprising, since a cur- 
tailment of production in 1908 had been 
foreseen by many interested in 
the barytes industry. The year 1907 proved 
to be a record year in the barytes busi- 
ness, the production surpassing that of 
1906 by more than 78 per cent., and result- 
ing in a large overproduction, After the 
panic in the latter part of 197 the trade 
in barytes products came practically to a 


persons 


standstill, and mills that operated at all 
during 1908 had nearly sufficient material 
on hand to last throughout that year, 


consequently the production of the mines 
was greatly curtailed. 

The average price of crude barytes per 
short ton ($3.20) in 19098 was only 6 cents 
less than in 1907, and it was higher than 
in any year except 1907. Prices per short 
ton quoted by dealers toward the close of 
198 were as follows:—‘‘American ground,” 


$14 to $17.50, and ‘‘floated,”’ $18 to $21; 
in May, 199, these prices were respect- 
ively, $12 to $17, and $17 to $20. 


The total quantity of barytes reported 
as refined by mills in Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, North Carolina, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia was 28,415 short tons, valued 
$318,096, an average price per ton at the 
mills of $11.19, a decrease of 23.3 per cent. 
as compared with $14.59 per ton in 1907. 

At the close of 1908 there were 16,471 
short tons of crude barytes unsold, ac- 
cording to the reports from all the pro- 
ducing districts. Most of this stock was 
produced in 1907.

Reports from practically all the dis- 
tricts producing barytes in the various 
States showed a decidedly discouraging 


condition in 1908, especially as to mining. 
At the close of 1907 barytes mills were 
fairly well supplied with crude material, 
so that some of them were able to run 
throughout 1908 without making any pur- 
‘hases; consequently there was little de- 
mand, and as a rule prices were so low 
that few mines were able to operate at 
all. 
GEORGIA. 


The deposits near Cartersville, Bartow coun- 
ty, Ga., were worked to a limited extent in 
the year 1908, but the output was less than 
in 1907. 


KENTUCKY. 


In 1908 the barytes industry was confined to 






the Central Kentucky district and work was 
done in thirteen counties—Anders Bourbon, 
Boyie, Clark, Fayette, Franklin, Garrard, Har 
rison, Jessamine, Lincoln, Owne, Scott and 
We “1.

Mer and Russell, especially in the first two. 
Boyle, Fayette and Garrard were the largest 
producers of barytes in the order named. De- 
posits in Caldwell, Crittenden and Livingston 
counties of western Kentucky were not worked 
in 1908, 

There were 11,050 tons of barytes mined in 
Kentucky in 1908, 5,233 toms of crude barytes, 


valued at $21,504, and 38,300 tons of ground, 
valued at $39,600, were shipped. At the close 


5,904 tons of barytes were reported 
in stock. The average value of crude barytes 
per ton was $4.11 and of ground $12. That 
progress was made in the barytes industry in 


of 1908, 


Kentucky in 1908 is indicated by a tonnage 
mined, marketed, and in stock in excess of 
that for 1907. The average prices received 


for crude and ground barytes were under those 
of 1907, and the indications are that the prices 
in 1909 will be still less. 


MISSOURI. 
Missouri, as usual, took the lead in production 
of barytes in 1908 although the production 


was only about 37 per cent. of that in 1907. 
The demand for manufactured barytes in the 
paint and chemical industries was compara 


tively small, and mills which had accumulated 
large stocks of raw material at the close of 
1907 had to purchase little additional material 
during 1908, and what was purchased was 


bought at prices that were not at all attrac- 
tive to miners. In some localities the shallow 
barytes seems to be nearly atl mined out. 
The increased cost of going deeper was not 


justified by the low prices that prevailed dur- 

ing the year, and this condition caused idle- 

ness among many heretofore steadily producing 

tracts of land. It is reported that as a con- 

sequence many miners suffered from want. 
NEW YORK. 

New York refines but does not produce crude 
barytes. One noteworthy addition to the list 
of barytes manufacturers is a mill recently 
built by the Barium Production Company, of 
New York city, which treats barytes mined 
near Strathlohm, Nova Scotia. 


NORTH CAROLINA, 


Extreme dullness characterized the barytes 
industry in North Carolina. No new mines 
were opened, and one important firm is re- 
ported to have retired from the business. 


TENNESSEE. 


Tennessee ranked second in the production 


of barytes in 1908, having an output of 8,618 
short tons. The average price was $1.43 per 
ton, the lowest reported by the various pro- 
ducing States. It may be accounted for in 
part by the character of mining, which is 
largely of the open-cut type, and it is under- 
Stood that the values reported to the Sur- 
vey represent strictly the value at the mines, 


before hauling to railroad or mill, Business 
was in general dull, although the depression 





was not felt by all the firms operating in the 
State. 





VIRGINIA.

only about one-third for that of 1907. One 
firm formerly operating in tnis State and in 
North Carolina is reported to have retired from 
the business, several were reported as idle, 
while certain of those that operated reported 
a decided falling off in business.

Concerning Drawback Allowance 


on Bags. 
Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 

Assistant Secretary Reynolds of the 
Treasury Department has issued a ruling 
of interest to all shippers ot goods with 
benefit of drawback, and especially to 
those employing bags as coverings. The 
department's attention has been drawn 
to the fact that in some cases imported 
articles or materials have been brought 
into the United States and put to 
various uses before being finally em- 
ployed to the production or covering of 
articles exported with benefit of draw- 
Lack Such use prior to exportation 
viliates the drawback claim, and where 
the facts are known such entries will be 
rejected In a letter to the collector of 
customs at New York, Mr. Reynolds 
says:— 





“Your attention is directed to T. D. 25099 
of March 14, 1904, wherein it is provided that 
drawback shall not be allowed on bags which 
have been used for any purpose whatsoever, 
except as coverings for the particular mer- 
chandise contained therein and in connection 
with the first exportation with benefit of draw- 
back. This ruling is applicable not only to 
bags, but to all articles on which drawback 
is claimed. Any article which has been used 
in the United States prior to its exportation 
is not entitled to the privilege of drawback 
under section 30 of the tariff act of July 24, 
1897 











Mi. 

Article 1142 of the Customs Regulations of 
1908 is hereby amended by inserting in the 
eertificate of the exporter or agent after the 
words ‘such merchandise’ the following:—‘has 
not been in use,” and by inserting in the 
certificate of the proprietor, foreman, and 
storekeeper, after the words, ‘the tariff of’ 
the following:—‘and that such articles have 
not been in use.’ ”’ 

While the above regulation is based on 
the tariff act of 1897 it will be enforced 
under the new tariff law, which contains

Operations during the interval have 
been productive of little that is of 


really new interest in the fields east of 
the Mississippi River. The deep sand 
districts of Fairfield and Perry coun- 
ties in Southeastern Ohio still main- 
tain the lead in new work and the drill 


in this section is being rushed at a 
rapid rate. The wells completed have 
shown improvement over those of 
former weeks, especially those in Perry 
county, where some fairly good pro- 
ducers have been brought in. Prob- 
ably the most important develop- 


ment of the week was the bringing in 
of a 500-barrel gusher in Monongalia 
county in West Virginia. Operators 
as a rule were not looking for a gusher 
of this capacity, and its influence will 


likely offer a sufficient incentive for 
the outlaying of more capital in this 


region. There has been no relaxation 
of activity in Lincoln or Roan counties 
and some fair average wells have been 
completed. Ritchie county also keeps 
pace with others, and its showing has 
been quite encouraging. Operations in 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana have offered nothing of 
encouraging character. Drills are kept 
busy, but the wells are scattered over 
a wide extent of territory. In the 
Lima fields many wells are being 
pulled out. Over in the Northwestern 
Ohio section of the Lima fields only 
small pumpers have been found. No 
really new developments have occurred 
in the Illinois field. As recently noted, 
the favorable completion of a wildcat 
test in Marion county and the pros- 
pects of a 100-barrel a day producer 
has created considerable excitement in 
this section. Another well has been 
brought in since the completion of this 
supposed gusher, but it failed to show 
any crude. Two other wells are down 
to the proper depths to find the pay, 
but neither show anything of favorable 
consequence. Over the entire State 
there are about 30 test wells being 
drilled and operators look for at least 
one new strike of importance. Our 
Kentucky correspondent reports quiet 
conditions in the fields of that State. 
A 30-barrel producer in Wayne county 
was the best development of the week.

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Review of the Mid-Continent Petro- 
leam Field, 

Independence, Kan., Aug. 9, 1909. 

Here is a plausible explanation for the re- 
eent cuts in the price of oil:—During the first 
seven months of 1908 1.773 wells, with an es- 
timated production of 81,414 barrels, were 
drilled. During the first seven months of 
1909 2,559 wells, with an estimated thirty-day 
production of 98,825 barrels, were drilled. Of 


the 1,773 wells drilled in 1908 1,312 were pay- 
ing oil wells; of the 2,559 drilled so far this 
year 1,967 were oil wells. That is to say, 786 
more wells have been drilled this year so far 
than last year, and there are no more pipe 
lines to take care of the production. Those 


who are looking for an explanation for the cut 
might consider these figures, especially in view 
of the repeated suggestions from the pipe lines 
that it was necessary to curtail operations. 
During the first seven months of 1908 there 
was only one month when as many as 300 
wells were drilled. This year there has not 
been a month when fewer than 3825 were 
drilled. 

It is claimed by some in anger that the 
Prairie could take it all if it wanted 
to. The same claim could be as justly made 
of the other companies, for none of them in 
this day and age possess the power of per- 
forming miracles. Recently the floods carried 
away the Prairie’s main lines east in Mis- 
souri, and the pipe line runs went away 
down—and yet it was still claimed the Prairie 
could take all the oil if it wanted to. 

The situation is a peculiar one and an inter- 
esting study of a hard economic question. 
The Standard Oil Company is blamed for buy- 
the flush production, at 


ing up ‘“‘all this oil,’’ 

a low price, and at the same time it is found 
fault with for not buying more. The Prairie 
begs the producer to stop drilling because the 
oil can't be run, and the producer employs 
more drillers. Other pipe line companies enter 
the field, and the producer voluntarily offers 
his oil at from 5 to 153 cents less a barrel than 
the market price (Standard quotation), and 
then cries himself hoarse when, after four 
years, the Prairie reduces to meet the cut 


made by the producer himself. 
The producer knows the field is not like the 


Eastern ficlds—the wells will not last so long. 
They will produce as much oil to the acre, 
but they will not be many years doing it. 
This is really to the disadvantage of the pro- 
ducer, though at first it does not seem so. The 
price of oil is low, owing to conditions, The 
operator in the flush of excitement does not 
keep down expenses; he needs money, he 


sells his oil for any price he can get for it; his 
big production in a little while is gone, and he 
41 cents a barrel for it. When

the market finally goes up he has no oil to 
sell Hundreds of wells are now being 
abandoned in the field, and none of them is 
over eight years old. Hundreds of them are 
being ‘‘pulled’’ that some day would be very 
valuable. In Neosho, Montgomery, Chautau- 
qua, Wilson, Allen and Franklin counties lease 
after lease has been wrecked which some day 
will be redrilled.

The Matter of Production. 


While the number of wells drilled this year 
has been larger than last year, the pipe line 
runs by the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
have been smaller this year. This will be seen 
by reference to the tables below. The runs for 
the first seven months of 1908 only dropped 
below a daily average of 94,000 barrels twice— 
80,239 barrels a day in May and 79,844 barrels 
a day in June, whereas the daily average has 
only reached as high as 86,598 barrels one 
month this year—January—and Were as low as 
60,380 barrels during last month.

Little Activity in Kentucky. 

Barbourville, Ky., Aug. 11. 
Kentucky's petroleum fields present a very 
quiet appearance just now. Quite a number 
of operators, especially in the districts of the 
upper end, have ceased operations altogether, 
and at present Wayne county, in the lower 
end of the State, is the only field which is 
holding its own. In this district strikes for a 
week past have brought in a new production of 
something like eighty barrels. The new Do- 
main Oil and Gas Company, the producing 
branch of the Stagdard in Kentucky, brought 
in what is probably the best of the new pre- 


1909. 
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ducers—a thirty barreler in lower "Wayne 
county. In the same end Pennsylvanians 
drilled in a twenty-barreler. Many of the 


operators who have extensive interests in the 
undeveloped sections of Wayne county and who 
had expected to conduct developments on an 
extensive scale this summer have gone to the 
Illinois developments and left their Kentucky 
propositions until a more favorable season, 

In other districts of lower Kentucky a quiet 
situation is presented. The ony new work of 
importance being tried out this month is that 
recenty started by Guffy & Galey, in Clay 
county. This firm has two wells in course of 
drilling, One is nearing completion and a 
good strike is expected. The field is new, and 
tor that reason the work is commanding more 
than usual interest. One other company has 
territory under lease and expects to start oper- 
ations within the next few days. 

In the districts of upper Kentucky several 
rigs, located in the Campton pool of Wolfe 
county, constitute the only drilling force now 
in commission, No new work is being at- 
tempted in Bath, Rowan, Estill or other dis- 
tricts of upper Kentucky, which in years past 
have been centers of activity at this season. 
These fields continue to produce a small amount 
of oil, but the average for upper Kentucky 
wells is small, and at the prevailing market 
price no inducement is offered for new work. 
The better grade Kentucky oil now commands 
only 72 cents per barrel, a decline from $1, the 
price which prevailed six months ago. 

In Western Kentucky there has been quite 
an era of lease taking, and operations from the 
Ohio River country downward may take a 
boost later in the year. All leases are in 
purely wildcat territory, which lines up well 
with Indiana production,

Illinois Petroleum Fields. 

Marshall, Ill., Aug. 12, 1909. 
There are three distinct points in the Illinois 
petroleum fields where activity is at fever heat. 
in the new diggings in the Sandoval-Centralia 
field, in Marion county, excitement runs high 
in the way of leasing and the rushing in of 
oil men from all parts, due to the comple- 
tion of a wildcat well that indicates a hun- 
dred barrels a day. Since the completion of 
this supposed gusher another well has been 
brought in, but it failed to show any crude, 
and a couple more wells are down to the 
proper depth to find the pay, but neither show 
anything of any consequence, and the theory is 
that a great many of the oil men that in- 
vested heavily by paying big bonus money for 


leases are to get “‘stung’’ and ‘‘stung’’ hard. 
The dry holes do not really condemn any 
great space of territory, aithough it makes 


things look more discouraging. The field may 
yet, regardless of the failures, make a prom- 
inent factor in the production of Illinos crude 
petroleum. In the early days, away back in 


the early 60's, a dozen wells were drilled 
above Casey on Parker Prairie, in Clark 
county, and nothing was found. Five years 


ago Hoblitzel & Son concluded to give the 
old territory a test and drilled 83 wells, after 


which they sold their holdings to the Ohio 
Oil Company for about $225,000, just about 


one-quarter of the real value, and ever since 
the field has been on the boom, and the Hob- 
litzel work opened up ‘the Illinois field, which 
has become one of the most prominent in 
the history of petroleum. At one time the 
Illinois field was capable of producing close 
to 165,000 barrels a day, but has dropped 
down until the production is just about 100,000 
barrels a day if the pipe lines could handle 


the entire production. The production will 
never be increased again by drilling in the 
old field, but something new may un- 


earthed that will swell the daily output. 

About 30 test wells are drilling in the State, 
and out of that number there should be at 
least one new strike of importance made, other- 
wise the chances for a new pool will be 
rather slim.

Revenue has made a ruling of much im- 
portance to the drug trade, and also to 
manutacturers of flavoring extracts 


“bitters” and other preparations, which, 
though used in beverages are not in 
themselves potable in their condition a« 
marketed. It is held that the sale of 
such goods does not involve the seller 
in liability to pay special tax as a liquor 
dealer, provided the quantity of alcohol 
used in the manufacture of the goods is 
no more than is necessary for the pur- 


pose of extracting and holding’ in 
solution the flavoring principles employed. 


The ruling is set forth in a letter of 
instructions to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue at Baltimore, amending the 
bureau’s decision No, 1505, the text of 
which recently appeared in these 
columns:— 


“Referring to previous correspondence relative 
to the classification of Abbott's Bitters, manu- 
factured by C. W. Abbott & Co., Baltimore, 
you are advised that after careful investigation 
this office finds that Abbott's Bitters is used 
only a dash at a time for flavoring purposes 
and cannot be used in its original strength as 
a beverage. The manufacturers have satisfied 
this office that the percentage of alcohol con- 
tained is not more than is necessary for the 
purpose of extracting and holding in solution 
the flavoring principles contained, and the com- 


pound, therefore, appears to be precisely sim- 
ilar in character and use to the flavoring ex- 
tracts passed upon by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in the case of Allen vs, the Liquid Car

Saturday Noon, Aug. 14, 1909. 
There was apparently more buoyancy 
to the market last week consequent to 
au general settling down to business 
after the passage of the tariff bill. It 
is not the season of the year, however, 
to expect much activity, and while a 
better feeling prevailed, and the heads 
of various departments spoke more 
cheerfully and with more confidence, 
the movement towards consuming 
channels continued slow. The market 
as a whole was inclined rather down- 


maining as previously quoted. At the 
Amsterdam quinine auctions scheduled 
for August 13, there were offered 50,- 
000 ounces, of which 10,000 were sold at 
the slightly lower unit of 10.50, as com- 
pared with sale of 45,000 ounces at 
10.51 on July 23. Local prices remain 
unchanged from the former level of 14c.

Rejected Imports May be Reshipped 
without Authority of Department 


Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 

Goods tound to be in violation of the 
food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, may 
be reshipped at the request of the im- 
porters without submitting the applica- 
tion to the Treasury Department, accord- 
ing to a ruling which has just been made 
by Assistant Secretary Reynolds. Here- 
tofore the customs officials at the va- 
rious ports have forwarded to Washing- 
ton applications for reshipment which has 
caused several days’ delay in each in- 
stance, notwithstanding the fact that 
such applications have invariably been 
approved, In a communication to the 
collector of customs at Philadelphia, As- 
sistant Secretary Reynolds says:— 

“Referring to certain heavy oil of wine, 
Laboratory No. 2775, found not to be in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the food and 
drugs act, I have to state that where the port 
laboratory of the Department of Agriculture 
finds a shipment to be in violation of that law 
you may, upon receipt of the written request 
of the importers therefor, permit the goods to 
be reshipped under customs supervision with- 
out submitting the application to the 
partment.””

The crop 
analysis shows that more grain than 
ever before grew to maturity in a 
single year in the United States, thus 
an approximate idea can be formed 
of the country’s enormous purchasing 
power. When this great agricultural 
yield is marketed, its influence should 
be instantly realized in the manufac- 
turing world. It is known that pro- 
duction is running close to the current 





demand and that necessary replenish- 
ment is likely to tax plants to their 
utmost capacity.

Proposed Standardization of Food 


Products in Canada, 
GOVERNMENT CAUTIOUS IN 
OF REFORM. 
Toronto, Canada, August 12, 1909. 
W. Ff. Gerald, Deputy Minister of Inland 
Revenue, was asked yesterday about the 
proposed standardization of food prod- 
ducts and as to the likelihood of the de- 
partment bringing down legislation on 
this subject at the next session. ‘No leg- 
islation is needed,”” he said, ‘tas there is 
power under the act to establish such 
standards by an Order-in-Council, but in

any event the government will proceed 
with very great caution along this line. 
Any hasty action, he explained, might 
badly demoralize the business of the 
country, The recent pure food law in 
the United States has caused a great 
deal of loss and inconvenience and in a 


number of cases the rulings of the de- 
partment has been reversed or suspended 
by the government. Mr. Gerald is of the 
opinion that the quality of food subject 
to inspection by the Inland Revenue De- 
partment is improving. It is a curious 
circumstance that the act respecting the 
adulteration of food makes no distinction 
between export and domestic trade, as 
does the meat inspection act. All food 
except fresh meat is subject to the su- 
pervision of the Dominion government. 
But as to fresh meat the authority of 
the government is limited by the meat in- 
spection act to the products of those en- 
gaged in inter-provincial or export trade.

Cottonseed Products Abroad. 
Anstria-Hungary. 

CUSTOMS DUTY HINDERS IMPORTS 

Special Agent Julien L. Brode furnishes 
the following from ‘Trieste:— 

The cottonseed oil importers of Trieste 
are much concerned over the high tariff 
on cottonseed oil imported into Austria- 
Hungary, and on account of which very 
little business has been done in this 
product since the imposition of the duty 


in 1%. There is not sufficient olive oil 
produced in Austria-Hungary to supply 
home consumption for edible oils. There 


are only about eight mills in the country, 
and their combined output is not nearly 


sufficient to supply the deficiency. The 
annual crush amounts to only about 
35,000 tons of seed. The deficit, now 
that cottonseed oil is practically barred, 


is mostly supplied by sesame oil, arachide 
oil, sunflower-seed oil, rapeseed oil, im- 
ported olive oil, and some soya-bean oil, 
on each of which the duty is lower than 
that imposed on cottonseed oil. There is 
some cottonseed from Egypt crushed at 
Trieste, but the quantity is small and is 


estimated not to run annually higher 
than 2,500 to 3,000 tons. The oil is inferior 
to the American product. 


rhe importers in Austria have sent in 
the past few years a number of deélega- 
tions to Vienna to urge modification of 
the duty on cottonseed oil, but so far 


they have been unable to accomplish 
anything. The importers think the pres- 
ent is a favorable time to bring the 
mitter to the attention of the govern- 
ments of Austria-Hungary and the 
United States. If a commercial agree- 


ment should be made, it is hoped cotton- 
seed oil will be included and that the 
duty will be reduced. 

A ieading importer furnished me with 
a statement showing the effect on cot- 
tonseed oi] importations of the existing 
duty in that and other cottonseed prod- 
ucts. From this it appears that in 1908 
from 20,000 to 25,000 quintals of corn oil 
and about 10,000 quintals of sunflower 
oil were imported into Austria-Hungary, 
the duty on these being 15 crowns ($3.05) 
per 100 kilos gross weight, whereas the 
duty on cottonseed oil is 40 crowns ($8.12) 
per 100 kilos gross weight. The larger 
portion of cottonseed oil shipped from 
the United States to Trieste is for trans- 


shipment to Italy, Greece, Turkey, ete. 
The importer alluded to further stated 
that business in cottonseed oil cannot 


be carried on to any extent under the 
existing rate of duty. 
Soyva-bean oil has recently been intro- 


duced, two trial shipments having been 


made from Hull, England. This oil has 
found favor with importers. It is ex- 
pected soya oil will be admitted at the 
same rate of duty as is charged for 
corn and sunflower oils, namely, 15 
crowns.

SMYRNA'S CONSUMPTION INCREASING. 
Consul-General Ernest L. Harris, of 
writes as follows of the trade 
there in cottonseed oil:— 

revious to May, 1907, the importation 
of cottonseed oil for edible purposes was 


prohibited in Turkey, and coloring mat- 
ter was added to the oil upon entry at 
the custom-house in order to render it 
unfit for food. However, small importa- 
tions were occasionally made, principally 
from America, for use in the manufacture 
of soap, but the difficulties incident to the 
use of oil which had been chemically 
colored prevented its introduction in 
large quantities. Thus the sales of this 
article were rendered so insignificant that 
no notice was taken of them in official 
statistics. 

Cotton is an important article of ex- 
port from Smyrna. All the seed pro- 
duced is also exported, none being press- 
ed locally. In 1906, 7,712,208 kilos (kilo=2.2 
pounds) of cotton and 12,043,556 kilos of 
seed, and in 1907 5,231,100 kilos of cotton 
and 9,302,132 kilos of seed were exported. 

Since the prohibition on cottonseed oil 
was removed the trade has rapidly de- 
veloped, aided in a great measure by the 
shortage of the olive crop last year. 
Cottonseed oil in Turkey is an article 
of competition with olive, sesame, and 
other similar oils. Last year the olive 
crop was exceptionally short all ‘over 
the producing countries and prices con- 
sequently increased in Smyrna to an 
extent never known in this market. Cot- 
tonseed oil was then resorted to for mix- 
ing with olive oil intended for local 
consumption. Although statistics of the 
quantities imported are not to be ob- 
tained, yet it is a fact that a very large 
amount was received, the principal part 
of which came from the United States, 
At present importations have decreased 
considerably, but a regular trade has now

The imports of pure lard into Italy dur-

ing the past three years have shown iat 
decided tendency to increase. In 1906 
they were valued at $258,880. of which the 
United States supplied $244,252. In 1907 


had increased to $475.363, of 
United States supplied $446,181. 
In 148 these figures had reached $586,171 
and $551,303, respectively. 

Although nothing has been done so far 
in the line of introducing compound lard, 
there would appear to be an opening for 
an ariicle of prime quality with a basis of 
cottonseed oil, which could be sold in 
competition with pure lard. One of the 
difficulties. however, in securing a mar- 
ket in Italy for the mixed product is 
that, while pure lard pays an import 
duty of but $1.95 per quintal of 220.46 
pounds, compound laid coming from the 
United States and containing cottonseed 
oil is classed as cottonseed oil and sub- 
ject to a duty, including statistical tax 
of $4.16, which, with surtax of manu- 
facture, amounts to $6.86 per quintal. 

These tigures show that pure lard 
an initial advantage, after duty is 
of about 24% cents a pound.

Oleomargarine and 01]. 
SMYRNA‘’S IMPORTATIONS AMERICA 
MIGHT SUPPLY MORE. 


The imports of oleomargarine and lard 
ac the port of Smyrna and the prices for 
these articles are presented in the fol- 
lowing report by Consul-General Ernest 
L. Harris, of that city:— 

Oleomargarine for cooking purposes is 
imported into Smyrna _ principally from 
Austria in barrels of 200 kilos (440 pounds) 
and in tin boxes of 50 kilos (110 pounds), 
sometimes also in cans of 2 kilos (4.4 


pounds). The prices vary between 0.9 
and 1.40 franes (17 to 27 cents) per 2.2 
pounds ec. i. f. Smyrna. The so-called 


“Siberian butter’ consists of a mixture 
of fatty matter with butter and is manu- 
factured in Russia, or rather in Caucasia. 
It costs 31 to 34 cents per 2.2 pounds e. 
i. f. Smyrna. Marrowfat is imported 
from America chiefly through England.

tion of margarine, including the so-called 
“Siberian butter,’’ amounts to more than 
1,000 kilos, or 2,202 pounds. 

Lard is imported from England, Aus- 
tria, Russia, and America in cans or 
wooden drums of 20-22 pounds and costs 
21 to 25 cents per 2.2 pounds ec. i. f. Smyr- 
na. A trial consignment of lard was re- 
ceived last year by a local dealer from 
Australia, but it, did not prove satisfac- 
tory. Only small quantities of compound 
lard are imported. As no candle-making 
industry, properly speaking, is carried on 
in Smyrna, no tallow is imported, the 
local production being sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the city for edible 
purposes, 

OLEO OIL. 

Smyrna imports annually from 2,500 to 
3,000 barrels of white and yellow oleo oil, 
qualities No. 2 and No. 3. Shipments are 
made in barrels of from 3% to 4 ewt. 
Prices are quoted in shillings and pence 
per cwt. c. i. f. Smyrna, packing gratis. 
Payment is cash, with 2 per cent. dis- 
count against delivery of shipping docu- 
ments upon arrival of the goods at the 
custom house. 

Prices vary according to the season and 
stock on hand at the factories. At pres- 
ent they are from 42 to 46 shillings ($10.22 
to $11.19) per cwt., according to quality. 
The brands most appreciated and sought 
after in this market are Eagle brand, 
Banner brand, Anchor brand, and Peer- 
less brand. 

The reason for America being able to 
secure only a small share of the trade 
in oleo, lard, and other similar fatty mat- 
ters is to be found in the mode of reim- 
bursement asked by American manufac- 
turers. European shippers in all events 





consent to be paid after the arrival of 
the goods, while American manufacturers 








demand cash with order. Buyers in 
Smyrna are not, tor this reason, in direct 
communication with manufacturers in 
America. They buy their supply through 
commission agents abroad, who afford 
them facilities as to the terms of pay- 
ment.

Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 
Since the publication in the Daily 
Consular Reports for July 28 of a remark- 


able report furnished by one Henry D. 
Woolfe, who is described as ‘‘an Ameri- 
can business man in Manila,’’ in which 


the statement is made that with a single 
exception there is not a white or red 
lead factory in the United States that 
makes unadulterated metallic base paints, 
the Bureau of Manufactures has re- 
ceived emphatic denials of the accuracy 
of this statement from several of the 
largest producers of lead paints in the 
United States. The declaration is made 
in this connection that the information 
furnished by Mr. Woolfe is absolutely 
false, and regret is expressed that the 
Bureau of Manufactures should have 
given currency to baseless charges affect-

Major John M,. Carson, chief of the 


bureau, has been prompt to acknowledge 
these communications, and to express 
regret that the matter was allowed to 
find its way into the Consular Reports. 

Mr. Woolfe’s standing was represented 
to the bureau as being very high, and it 
wis assumed that his statement was 
based upon a careful investigation. With 
a view to correcting the false impression 
created by Mr. Woolfe’s statement, Major 
Carson has caused to be inserted in the 
Daily Consular and Trade Reports the 
following :— 

PURITY OF PAINTS AND OILS. 

“In Daily Reports for July 28 (No. 3548) 
there appeared a report furnished by Mr. 
Henry D, Woolfe, an American’ business 
man in Manila, on trade conditions in the 






Philippines, in which inaccurate statements 
have been discovered. In regard to paints 
and oils, Mr. Woolfe stated that, with a 
single exception, there was not a white or 
red lead factory in the United States that 
makes unadulterated metallic base paints. 
The reverse of this statement seems to be

At Scottown, Ohio, the Carter Oil 
Company's No, 2 on the James Adams 
farm is producing 210 barrels a day. 


At Junction City, Perry county, Ohio, 
the Holliday Oil and Gas Company has 
completed, shot and cleaned out its test 
on the Conkle heirs’ lot, and it is pro- 
ducing 225 barrels a day. 


The Tri-State Oil Company, after get- 
ting a 60-bbl. pumper in the Glenn sand 
in the southeast corner of section 2-18- 
11, Oklahoma, has lost the production 
trying to better the hole. Another well 
will be started. 


The South Penn Company's No, 2 on 
the Minnie Anderson farm in South- 
eastern Ohio, and the same company’s 
No. 5 on the R. R. Hardesty farm in 
Southeastern Ohio, are producing 160 
and 100 barrels, respectively. 


Advices from Oklahoma state that 
the Kanawha Oil Company has an 80- 
bbl. producer in its No, 3 on the Jesse 
Adams land, northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 33-15-14, Twin Hills district, a lo- 
cation east of anything on the lease. 


Sections 8, 9, 16 and 17-25-17, north 
and east of Alluwe, Texas, have show- 
ed some fine wells, a body of heavy, 
rich sand lying south of Salt creek and 
producing a lot of oil, many of the 
wells filling a 250-bbl. tank the first 
24 nours after a shot. 


The Omega Oil Company has a 200- 
bbl. , roducer in its No, 3 on the Sylva 
Land tract, section 1-18-11, near Tane- 
ha, Oklahoma. The March Oil Com- 
pany is drilling its No. 3 on the M. Big- 
pand land, northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 6-18-12, east of Taneha. 


The Oneida Oil Company has a good 
well in its No. 16 on Osage lot 72, west 
of Ramona, Oklahoma, the initial pro- 
duction being 800 bbls. without a shot. 
It will be well for the pessimists to 
keep an eye on the Osage reservation, 
for there is a good bit of oil there. 


Cc. E. Roth and Frank Young, as the 
Taft Oil Company of Oklahoma, have a 
200-bbl. well in their No, 3 on the Ton- 
ley Ispocogee 160 acres, southeast quar- 
ter of section 19-18-12, No. 1, in the 
southeast corner of the lease, being a 
dry hole and No. 2 in the northwest 
corner, a 150-bbl. well. 


Pittsburgh advices state that back of 
McKees Rock, the Bolger Oil Company 
has drilled its test on the Smyser farm 
through the Gordon sand and the hole 
stands full of fluid. Drilling has been 
suspended to erect tankage. The pro- 
duction of the well is estimated all the 
way from 50 to 100 barrels a day, 





“Fred” Forman has just completed 
his sixth well on the C. B. Langley 
land, southeast quarter of section 8-25- 
17, rorth of Alluwe, Texas, the initial 
production being 180 bbls. The first 
well was drilled on this lease three 
years ago and was alone for a year, 
the well having produced 16,000 bbls, 
of oil, 


On McKowan’'s creek, Walton district, 
Roane county, West Virginia, the 
South Penn Oil Company’s test on the 
H. E. Hively farm showed no light in 
the Big Injun that they have started to 
drill it down to the Berea grit. The 
Hamilton Oil Company’s Nos. 3 and 5 
on the (Nancy C. Hively farm are hold- 
ing up steadily at 200 bbls. a day. 


Near Friendly, below Sistersville, in 
Tyler County, West Virginia, the Craw- 
ford Oil and Gas Company has com- 
pleted No. 10 on the Moore farm and has 
a show for a 15-bbl. producer in the 
Keener sand. In Walker district, Wood 
County, McGrew & Company have 
drilled their test on the Morrison tract 
to a depth of 2,400 feet and have a dus- 
ter. When they drilled through all of 
the upper sands and found them bar- 
ren they decided to try for the Gordon, 
but failed to find that formation. 


The deep sand territory on Dunkard 
creek, Battelle’ district, Monongalia 
county, Pennsylvania, is again to the 
front with another of its periodical 
gushers. This time it is the South 
Penn Oil Company that has drawn the 
prize. The new strike is this company’s 
No. 3 on the J. F. Smith farm and the 
first three hours after it was drilled 
into the fourth sana pay, placed 75 
bbls. to its credit. In the same locali- 
ty A. P. Haught & Company are due 
in the fourth sand at No. 3 on the J. 8, 
Smith farm. In this territory locations 
do not count for much. Frequently 
custers have been encountered close up 
lo a good producer, 


Two new gushers of note have been 
drilled in the Bridgeport field, in Law- 
rence county, Illinois, during the past 
few days. The Ohio Oil Company has 
drilled in another gusher in well No. 
8 on the A. R. Applegate trustee farm, 
in the northwest quarter of section 18, 
Petty township, Lawrence county, and 
Iccated 990 feet from the south line and 
330 from the west line of the farm. The 
well for the first 24 hours produced 
1,200 bbls. natural, making it the third 
large gusher on the farm within six 
weeks. No. 6 on this farm produced 
about 1,420 bbls.; No. 7 produced 1,400 
bbls. and now No. 8 comes in with a 
1,200-bbl. production. These are the 
three best wells yet completed on any 
one farm in the entire Illinois field. 





In Southeastern Ohio the Hamilton 
Oil Company’s Nos. 3 and 5 on the 
Nancy C. Hively farm are holding up 
at 200 barrels a day. 


In Honey Creek township, Crawford 
county, Illinois, and in the eastern side 
of the township, near Flat Rock, there 
is an unusual excitement over some 
rich strikes that are being made that 
makes the new field look more promis- 
ing than the older Flat Rock district. 
The well drilled by Pease and others on 
the Tohill farm in section 31, and right 
near Flat Rock, shows for a 300-bbl. 
gusher, while the Skelley, Sislers and 
others’ test on the Reaville farm, same 
section, shows for a 200-bbl. producer. 
The Bradley Thoele company’s well on 
the Tohill farm, same section, is also 
showing large, making four new: gush- 
ers for this new part of the Flat Rock 
field. Shafer, Smathers and others 
have a 130-bbl. producer in No. 19, J. 
M. Weger farm, section 15, 200 feet 
from the south line and 600 from the 
east line of the farm.

The Summerland and Watsonville pools have 
a total production of about 400 barrels a day. 
Most of the oil is sold locally, and there is 
no surplus on hand. No rigs are running in 
these two districts at present. 

The daily output of the State, according to 
the reports, is 164,975 barrels, and the over- 
production, 19,300 barrels per day. The daily 
increase in production for July over June 
was 1,975 barrels, and the increase in stocks 
for the same period was 209,000 barrels, mak- 
ing the total stocks July 31, 15,846,000 bar- 
rels. It will be seen that 13,314,300 barrels 
of this stock oil is in the Kern River field, 
where the Standard has for several years held 
more than 10,000,000 barrels in tanks and 
reservoirs, 

Most of the present overproduction, it will 
be seen, is in the valley fields, where trans- 
portation is restricted. It is stated, however 
that if the oil could be moved the contractg 
now in foree and those in sight would re- 
quire every barrel produced. 

The Standard, which owns a pipe line from 
the valley fields to seaboard and probably con- 
trols the one owned by the Asssociated, has 
taken advantage of the situation to reduce the 
price in daily runs from 50 cents per barrel 
to 40 cents. A notice to this effect was posted 
August 1. The cut coming at this time is 
considered by the Agencies as in their favor, 
as it will have the effect of driving many 
companies heretofore holding aloof into the 
Agencies, There are now 78 companies in the 
Independent movement, which, with the pro- 
duction of the Union, controls 6,600 barrels 
of oil a day. 






FIELD NOTES. 

The Salt Lake field is gradually declining in 
production, notwithstanding efforts to keep 
it up or inerease it. Careless operating is 
partly responsible for this result. The rotary 
rig has been used extensively by one company, 
and a flood of water not properly shut off is 
the usual finish on the wells so drilled. The 
productive area is not so extensive, either, as 
it was once thought. The north, south and 
east limits are practically determined, but 
toward the west the territory is still prospec- 
tive. An effort is now being made by several 
concerns to strike something in the extreme 
west, near Beverly. The Union, Associated 
and American Petroleum are all drilling in 
this neighborhood, running in all eight strings 
of tools. Several of the wells brought in are 
very small producers, others have been aban- 
doned and one of the American Petrole 
started off at 600 barrels and is now doing Ro 





barrels. This hole was 1,900 feet deep. Others 
near are 2,300 feet, with no oil yet. The ter- 
ritory seems spotted and may or may not be 
worth drilling. 

A. F. Gilmore’s No. 12, drilled on the extreme 
west line of his property joining the Union's 
tract, near Sherman Junction, has been com- 
plete@ and is doing fifty barrels a day of 
very heavy oil. This was in the nature of a 
test and is nearly one-half mile from any pro- 
ducing well. It is 1,000 feet deep. A rig for 
No. 14 has been built and spudding commenced 
about 200 feet north of the. No. 12 location, 
This hole will be drilled 3,500 feet if necessary 
in locating a second sand. 

The numerous wildcat wells drilling near Los 
Angeles are still in the wildcat class. None 
ot the Newport outfits has discovered oil in 
paying quantities, although one concern—the 
Newport Bay Oil Company—did strike some oil 
at 2,700 feet, and M. J. Kellerman is reported 
to have struck oil in his well at 2,100 feet, 
but not in commercial quantities. The Stand- 
ard, drilling east of the city about six miles, 
has not discovered anything yet. Wm. Row- 
land and the Belle Vernon Oil Company are 
each running a string in this district, but have 
not found oil. 

The Coalinga field, it is believed, may he ex- 
tended in a northeasterly direction about two 
miles by the operations of the Peerless Oil 
Company, which is running three strings of 
tools in practically wildcat territory. One 
hole is down 3,280 feet with fine indications 
and from the gas pressure it is believed the 
bit is near the sand. The two other holes are 
3,000 feet and 2,500 feet deep, respectively. 

The so-called ‘“‘east’’ and ‘‘west’’ sides in 
the Coalinga field have practically been 
molded into one by the drilling of a well on 
32-19-15 by the Empire Oil Company. The 
hole 1s 1,650 feet down, and has gone through 
a sand of heavy oil, and is in the regular 
formations found in other wells on the ‘west 
side. On the ‘“‘east’’ side but one-half mile 
distant from the above well the Standard has 
a rig up and will drill at once. This will 
practically close the gap. The _ division of 
the field was made arbitrarily and was due to 
the different grades of oil found. It was 
thought a ‘‘break’’ occurred at about the point 
above named. 

Section 6-21-15 at, Coalinga, which is said to 
be occupied by more operating oil concerns 
than any other square mile of land in the 
world, has another company which was or- 
ganized last week—the Los Angeles-Coalinga 
Cil Company—and bought 10 acres, paying $600 
an acre for it. A rig is now going up on 
the property. 

The Aladdin Oil Company, on this section, 
has just brought in its No. 1, and it starts 
off at a 600-barrel-a-day rate. It is said to be 
a better well than the Amy, a short distance 
away. 

With the twelve or fifteen rigs running in 
the wildcat district south of Coalinga, about 
20 miles, it is not surprising that frequent 
reports come in of a strike in this hole or 
that. The latest is that the Devil's Den Con- 
solidated, which has been drilling for four 
years in this district, had run into a sand 
last Friday which was full of oil, and where 
the gas pressure was so great that the well 
flowed for some time. Further reports are 
awaited with interest. This district is on the 
line of the new pipe niie, and it is its pros- 
spective marketing facilities that makes it 
attractive. The Cosmos Oil Company, the lat- 
est to enter the district, has a rig up and 
will spud in next week. 

While the production of the Coalinga field 
is gradually increasing, the runs for Julv 
will show a slight falling off, due to lack of 
transportation. 

The Sunset-Midway field continues to be 
the busiest of any in the State, and has more 
strings of tools in operation by at least a 
hundred. New wells are brought in every 
day, and rigs are going up rapidly in every 
direction. The Sunset end is rathér quiet, 
most of the work being done in the middle 
and northwestern sections of the field. Some 
of the companies are beginning to curtail 
their work to a small extent. 

The Monte Cristo Oil Company has_ sus- 
pended work on three of its five holes—one 
on section 31-32-33 at 2,000 feet with no show- 
ing, and two on section 32-32-23 and 1,900 feet 
and 500 feet, respectively. Two wells on 32 
have been completed, one of which is doing 
100 barrels and the other 50 barrels. The 
company is running one string on section 1 
and one on section 32. 

The Standard, which is running a rotary rig 
on section 28-32-23, is down 2,400 feet with 8 
inch pipe. No indications of oil have yet been 
found except at 800 feet, where the drill passed 
through a thin sand carrying heavy oil. 

In the northern end of the district, near the 
Crandall-Mattson well, drilling is quite active. 
The Midway crude is 1,200 feet down in its 
No. 2, and has encountered some oil, but will 
continue down to the Crandall sand, which 
should lie at about 1,600 feet. The Mays Oil 
Company, on section 30-31-23, is down 1,350 
feet in its No, 2 with 12% inch pipe. The same 
company is rigging up on section 28-31-23, 
about two miles east of the other locations. 

The McKittrick field, from present indica- 
tions, has nearly reached the limit of produc- 
tion, although in the Temblor district, ten or 
twelve miles northwest of McKittrick, what 
appears to be a strike in the deep sand has 
just been made. The Kimball Oil Company, 
on 34-28-20, has struck oil at 2,100 feet. It is 
not known what it amounts to, but it may open 
up some productive territory. Operations in 
this district have been carried on by several 
concerns for two years, but nothing below the 
shallow sand at 600 or 700 feet has been found. 

The Kimball strike has caused considerable 
cuesvonnnent among land owners in that sec- 

on, 

On the western slope of the McKittrick range 
in San Luis Obispo county, in section 19-31-21, 
Yancey Drake and Barnsdall are drilling a 
wildcat. These people have an immense acre- 
age tied up in this vicinity and have been doing 
assessment work for some time. 

At Santa Maria the eastern extension or Cat 
Canyon district still attracts the most attention 
from oil men. The Pennsylvania Petroleum 
Company, drilling on a lease east of the 
Palmer property, has been offered $100,000 for 
its holdings, A well is being drilled, but has 
not yet reached the sand. Its proximity to 
the Palmer gusher, however, gives it its value. 

The Abey Oil Company is a new concern to 
enter this district and has leased 400 acres on 
the Musica ranch east of Cat Canyon and will 
begin operations at once. 

The Foxen Oil Company, which encountered 
hot water at 2,400 feet, has got it shut off 
and is going on down. There are good indica- 
tions of oil and considerable gas, Work has 
been going on at this well for two years. 

The Ideal Oil Company, drilling in this dis- 
trict, is down 1,640 feet with a strong show- 
ing of oil and gas. The intention is to drill 
5.000 feet unless oil in paying quantities is 
found at a less depth. The experience of the 
Palmer and Union companies drilling here 
shows that for 1,000 feet from 2,000 feet down 
oe ners shale and oil sands are encoun- 
ered, 

The wells of the North Star and the Mutual 
Oil Companies, being drilled about one mile 
south of the Tiber Pool, are reported to be 
showing up for good producers. The Mutual 
well has been in the sand for some time, but 
has not been finished up. 

In the Kern River field the Kern Run drill- 
ers Operating on section 36-28-27 are reported 
to have struck the oil sand at 1,100 feet. This 
property is by far the most westerly lease in 
the field south of section 25. The nearest pro- 
ducing property is the Fejon Oil Company, 


which has six wells doing about 50 barrels a 
day average. A few years ago this territory 
was considered N. G, 

In Monterey county the reported strike of 
the Lonoak Oil Company has attracted other 
concerns to that locality. While the extent of 
the strike is not known, three new companies 
are beginning operations. Besides the Alvarez 
Oil Company, which began spudding last week, 
the Lone Pine Oil Company has been organized 
and will drill on township 18, range 9, which 
lies across the line in San Benito county. 

The Topo Oil Company, which drilled 1,700 
feet in the Topo Valley and later sold its 
holdings to the Standard, which is also drill- 
ing there, has decided to try it again, and has 
secured a lease near the Lonoak and will drill 
at once.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago. 
Chicago, Aug, 11, 1909. 

Light receipts of seed caused a_ sharp 
upturn in the price for spot at the Duluth 
market, but there was no corresponding 
change in the price of futures, though 
they firmed up somewhat in sympathy 
with the strong tone in the cash trade. 
Duluth received onty twenty-six cars this 
week, against sixty-seven the same week 
a year ago, while Minneapolis has but 
three cars, compared with forty-four for 
the same week last year. Chicago was 
the only plaee where the receipts ran 
heavier than they did a year ago, and 
this was due to the influx of Southwest- 
ern seed, the season for the seed from the 
Southwest now being under fair headway. 
Local crushers are therefore in a_ better 
position just now than are the Minne- 
apolis crushers, for they are able to keep 
their mills in operation with the new seed 
which they are able to secure. Not enough 
seed has been received in the entire 
Northwest within the current week to 
keep one large mill in operation, and as 
the stocks of seed are very low, both at 
Minneapolis and Duluth, it is not to be 
wondered at that the crushers in the 
Northwest are looking eagerly forward to 
the coming of Northwestern seed. A year 
ago the first seed received at Duluth from 
the new crop was reported there August 
21. It is not likely that there will be any 





before that date this year, and probably 
not so soon, although the general crop in 
the Northwest is reported to be at least 
a week earlier than it was last year. ‘This 
means that seed supply in large quanti- 
ties should come to the Northwestern 
markets earlier this year than it did in 
1908, 

Being comparatively free from Duluth 
influences just now, the market for cash 
seed at Chicago did not show the advance 
that was registered at Duluth. In fact, 
Northwestern seed closed lower to-day 
than it did last Wednesday. Southwest- 
ern seed has maintained a fairly steady 
tone throughout the week. the fluctua- 
tions in the closing price for the entire 
week being only 1c. Of course the quot- 
ing of Northwestern seed at $1.44, Chi- 
cago, when the same seed closed at $1.50 
at Duluth, is meaningless so far as the 
local market is concerned, for no One 1s 
going to sell seed here at a price 6c. 
under the Duluth figure, especially as all 
the Northwestern seed that can be had 
is in the territory contiguous to Duluth. 

Reports from the growing districts are 
still very encouraging. There have been 
some advices to the effect that drought 
is feared, as there has been an absence 
of any heavy precipitation for some time, 
but the farmers’ are hot frightened, and 
much of the fear of hot weather, “which 
has been reported at the market centers 
with reference to grains, is said by the 
bears to have originated in the minds of 
that class of men who are known to the 
shorts as ‘“‘crop-killers.’’ The country has 
been selling the futures freely within the 
current week, and the knowledge that the 
farmers have of the conditions on their 
farms and those adjoining them is such 
that it cannot as a rule be discounted by 
those crop experts who expend most of 
their time in the speculative pit. Of course 
there are many things which can happen 
to the flaxseed crop yet. There is the 
possible fear of frost, which may yet bob 
up to give the bears a nightmare, but 
within another few weeks the seed in the 
Northwest will be so far matured that 
the frost scare ‘will lose its influence as a 
factor in deciding the price of seed. Just 
Low the trade is in the waiting period, 
und every short sale, save where it is 
hedged, is in the nature of a speculation. 
The market thus far has held compara- 
tively firm in spite of the announcements 
by some of the experts that the countrv is 
about to produce the heaviest crop in its 
history. It would seem, if the trade 
placed much confidence in the reports of 
a 34,000,000 bushel crop, that seed would 
break more sharply than it has. One 
trader made the announcement to-day 
that a 34,000,000 bushel crop should mean 
$1 seed before the close of the year, but 
the market still has a long distance to 
travel before this figure is reached.

_ LINSEED OIL.—Demand for linseed oil 
is about such as the trade reported 
last week. The buyers for the big paint 
grinders are not taking hold, as they 
are waiting for better prices and con- 
cessions, not only on the spot oil, but 
on the futures as well. There has been 
no price reductions during the week, so 
far as values on the open market are to 
be taken as indicating an actual price, 
but all of the crushers are willing tuo 
shade values from the card pice. One 
crusher is holding at 54c., while selling 
freely at 52c., and most of the sellers 
ure wiliung to let go at 50e. Futures are 
quoted at 48c., but it is generally thought 
that prices will be more favorable to 
sellers within the next few weeks, and 
it would not be surprising to buyers if 
they were able to secure futures as low 
as 40c_ within a short time. The pros- 
pects for a heavy crop of seed, which 
have caused a weaker tone in the seed 
trade naturally affect the price for oil. 
Buyers are taking just what spot oil 
they need for their present uses. Stocks 
are not at all liberal, and were it not 
for the fact that the future is so full 
of promise for a heavy supply of seed 
and a consequently liberal make of oil, 
the trade would undoubtedly be on a 
much firmer basis. Some new oil has 
been turned out here within the past 
week for southwestern cake, and the 
outturn is encouraging to the crushers. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The market is weak. 
There is much speculation as to the price 
that crushers are going to secure for 
the bulk of their make of cake. The 
promising corn crop, the big oats yield, 
and the heavy barley supply all are to be 
taken into consideration as factors, which 
will affect the demand for cake, and the 
outlook for higher prices is not good. 
Foreign buyers are watching closely the 
trend of corn, and much depends on 
the prices at which buyers will be able 
to secure that cereal There is prac 
tically no cake to be offered for im- 
mediate shipment, a little being had here. 
Cake for prompt shipment is quoted at 
$29, while futures are held at $2828.50. 

LARD OIL.—The demand for lard oil 
is fair considering that this is the dull 
season of the year. Stocks are still up 
to normal for this time of the year, but 
the prospects for heavy supplies of lard 
in the future are not so good, and the 
trade is looking for a better demand for 
oil with the opening of the seuson on 
September 1. Prices as quoted by the 
Chicago packers are as follows:—Prime 
lard oil, per gallon, %ec.; extra oil, T5c.; 
extra No. 1, 55c.; No. 1, 50c.; No. —, 48c. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Demand is _ not 
very active, but the trade does not look 
tor a very strong movement on the buy- 
ing side at this time of the year, Stocks 
are pvormal. The same hope of a better 
market that buoys up the lard oi] trade 
is held out in neatsfoot, and selling 
should show a material increase after the 
first of next month. Quotations are as 
follows:—Clear, Tic. per gallon, Chicago 
basis; extra, 55c., and No. 5 





Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis, Aug. 10, 1909. 


Cash flaxseed here is quiet and uninter- 
esting. No. 1 Northwestern seed has sold 
around $1.37% all week until to-day, when 
it advanced to $1,39% on good demand. 
Current receipts are practically nothing 
and public stocks in Minneapolis are only 
a little over 5,000 bushels. Receipts last 
week were only 2,400 bushels. Private 
stocks in crushers’ hands are believed to 
be almost exhausted. Only two out of 
the seven oil mills in Minneapolis are 
operating, owing to the scarcity of seed, 
and these two are net running full time. 
Practically all of the old seed in sight 
now is a lot of 200,000 or 250,000 bushels at 
Duluth, Fair sales of seed have been 
made at Duluth during the week. It is 
reported on the outside that the oil mills 
have made sales of round lots of oil and 
have been buying September seed in Du- 
luth agaimst these sales. However, these 
rumors could not he verified. 

The condition of the flaxseed crop in the 
Northwest at present is very promising. 
There are spots in North Dakota where 
the crop is spotted, but this condition is 
purely local in character and does not 
affect a large area. The weather gen- 
erally has been favorable and flax has 
ripened rapidly. Cutting has already com- 





menced at points in Southern Minnesota, 





but at least a week or ten days may 
elapse yet before any cutting will be done 
in South Dakota. The prospects are for 
a crop above the average. Line elevator 
companies in Minneapolis, with houses 
scattered throughout Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, from reports received 
from their agents, place the flaxseed yield 
this year at three to five bushels to the 
acre more than in 1908. 

The attached table gives the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s preliminary esti- 
mate of the flaxseed acreage in Minne- 
sota, North and South Dakota for 1909, 
compared with the government's final es- 
timate for 1908:—

In addition to the foregoing, there was 
received at Duluth during the year ended 
July 31, 1909, 73,905 bushels of Canadian 
flaxseed in bond. Of this quantity, 47,- 
539 bushels went into domestic consump- 
tion on payment of duty. 

LINSEED OIL.—Oil is in a 
condition just now. The end of the crop 
year is near at hand, and with the bril- 
liant prospects for the new flaxseed crop, 
dealers are inclined to hold off. ‘air 
current sales are reported by crushers 
for immediate delivery, but these are 
usually to dealers whose stocks are run- 
ning iow. Prices have ruled high most 
of the season, but there has been a de- 
cline of 4@6c. per gallon during the week, 
and lower quotations are looked for be- 
fore September. Buyers who are in a 
position to do so are, therefore, holding 
off and are using what stocks they have 
on hand or that may have come to them 
on old orders. Oil stocks generally, how- 
ever, are believed to be at a very low ebb. 
Scarcity of seed has curtailed the output. 
The light output is reflected in ship- 
ments from Minneapolis. During July 
shipments of linseed oil were 12,061,910 
Ibs. These were heavier than in May and 
June, but represent shipments on old 
orders which crushers wanted out of 
the way before commencing work on 
new seed. Crushers are how quoting 
raw oil at 48c. per gallon f. o. b. Minne- 
apolis in car lots, although sales are 
said to have been made during the week 
at as loW as 45c. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL.— 
Minneapolis oil mills report a brisk de- 
mand for linseed oil cake for export. 
Continental buyers are in the market 
and are taking all the cake offered for 
prompt and nearby shipment, notwith- 
standing that this cake is commanding 
a premium of $2@2.50 per ton over cake 
for fall and early winter shipment. To- 
day. August 10, linseed oil cake is quoted 
at $30 per ton of 2,000 lbs. f. o. b. Minne- 
apolis, for August and first half Septem- 
ber shipment. For October-November- 
December shipment, $27.50 per ton is 
asked, Linseed oil meal is quoted at 
$31.50 per ton. Domestic markets have 
been taking this product more freely this 
year than heretofore.

Canadian Gypsum Deposits. 


W. F. Genesan, M. A., has submitted 
to the Dominion government a report of 
the sypsum deposits and industry of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. He 
states that the development of this min- 
eral is only in the primary stage, and that 
deposits occur in huge masses, some of 
which cover square miles in area, having 
exposure of over 100 feet in height, above 
water level, and extending several thou- 
sand feet. They may be practically con- 


sidered unlimited, with the qualit un- 
surpassed anywhere in the world. He 
adds:— 


“During the last decade there has been a 
great increase in the production of gypsum 
and in the demand for the various articles 
manufactured from gypsum. Production in 
the United States increased over 500 per 
cent. This fact, and the promising out- 
look that the demand will continue to in- 
crease make these deposits of great eco- 





nomic value and one of the most important 
natural resources of the country.”

The direct influence of the 
of the new tariff bill on general 
ing in this department has not made 
itself manifest in any tangible degree 
as yet.

During the past 
week the large holders were willing 
to shade 4c. from the former price, but 
here the market was pegged. The slow 
prevailing demand and rather liberal 
spot supplies have been responsible for 
slightly lower prices in some grades of 
carbonate of potash.

The market is firm with both 
descriptions bringing full prices, Deal- 
ers quote .60c. and up f. o. b. for bar- 
rels, less the usual discount terms, 
Spot lots of concentrated are avail- 
able on the basis of 1%c. and up, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale, 

SODA ASH.—Little change has de- 
veloped in this market during the in- 
terval. There is said to be a slow 
but persistent increase in inquiries 
from many leading consuming sources 
and with the exception of the glass in- 
dustry, the situation is described as 
generally favorable. Light 58 per cent 
in bags is quoted at 77c. in car lots and 
less than car lots up to 92%c., on the 
basis of 48 per cent. Barrels are held 
at 821%4c.@$1, as to quantity.

ACETIC.—A comparatively 
tone characterizes trading in this mar- 
ket.

23%@25c. for 
crystals and 25@2514¢c. for powdered, ac- 
cording to, quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. Cream of tartar is held on the 
basis of 214%4@22c. for crystals and 22@ 
for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale.

ACETATE OF LIME.—The interval 
has been productive of no material im- 
provement in consuming trade condi- 
tions. Inquiries for domestic use are 
along the same favorable lines as re- 
cently noted, but there is a lack of 
foreign interest and the market is de- 
void of particular feature. Dealers 
quote 1.75@1.80c. for gray, according to 
quantity. 

ALUM.—The sustained activity in 
the textile industry is having a favor- 
able influence on the demand for con- 
tract shipments of the chemical. The 
paper mills are also taking their usual 
seasonable volume of goods and the 
general situation shows increased ani- 
mation under the improving extent of 
demand. Makers quote on the uni-

AQUA AMMONTA.—The market re- 
tains its firm tendency under a moder- 
ate consuming demand.

In several instances 
when dedling with rates for interstate trans 
portation we have refused to follow the ac- 
tion of State commissions. One such instance 
was in Marshall Oil © omp any vs. C. & N. W. 
Ry. Co., supra, and we should not hesitate in 
this proceeding to refuse to follow the State 
rates on illuminating oils if we had any doubt 
as to the reasonableness of that basis of rates 





as applied to interstate movements between 
the points in question. But in view of the 
extensive application of fourth class rates and 
the voluntary publication of those rates by 
other carriers on interstate movements be- 
tween points in the States in question we 
are forced to the conclusion that fourth class 
rates must be compensatory and fairly re- 
munerative rates between the points in ques 
tion. 

We reach this conclusion fully appreciating 
that oil in less-than-carload quantities is not, 
generally speaking, a desirable traffic, and it 
has long moved in Western classific ation terri 
tory on third class rates. But in the face of 
so formidable a showing as is made in this 
record we must hold that rates in excess of 
fourth class rates, as between the points in 
question, are unreasonable. 

An order will be entered accordingly, and 
the case will be dismissed as against the 
defendant the Chicago & North Western Rail- 
way Company. And as the Chicago, St, Paul, 
Minneapolis & Omaha Railway Company does 
not seem to have been made a formal de- 
fendant no order of dismissal as to that road 
will be required.

Although the local market is still 
comparatively tame as regards buy- 
ing, there have been several important 
quotable changes to note, — Domestic 
manufacturers of sulphate of ammonia 
have withdrawn from the market en- 
tirely as to quotations on future deliv- 
eries and are expected to announce 
some definite policy the coming week 
as to prices that can compete with 
those of .the foreign manufacturers. 
The menhaden fishing having improved 
to a marked degree, wet acidulated 
fish scrap has dropped some 15@2o 
points, with the other descriptions 
easy but unchanged. Acid phosphate 
is quoted lower on a wider range, while 
several descriptions of bone have been 
advanced owing to- short supplies. 
Eastern dried blood is some ten points 
under our previous quotation, while 
Chicago is also quoting this commod- 
ity easier. Detailed reports of the 
lecal, Chicago, Baltimore and Charles- 
ton markets follow:— 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.— The 
domestic manufacturers are out of the 
market for futures, although a limited 
amuunt of spot sulphate is being of- 
fered at $2.70@2.80. Something definite 
is expected next week as it is under- 
stood that a move is to be made by 
domestic mantifacturers in order to 
meet the prices of their foreign com- 
petitors. 

BRIED BLOOD.—Eastern dried blood 
is again easier, a drop of some ten 


points being recorded the past week, 
with offerings at $2.624,@2.65. A report 
of the Chicago market appears else- 
where. 

FISH SCRAP.—The fishing in the 


Chesapeake, as well as in the north- 
ern grounds, is reported to have been 
very heavy the past week or so, and 
prices of the wet acidulated scrap have 
taken a large slump, with offerings f. 
o. b. fish works made at $2@2.10 and 
35. Dried scrap and imported guano 
are unchanged. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE. 
There is practically no change to note 
in this market, as Chicago reports that 
there is no bone meal obtainable. A 
small amount of hoof meal is avail- 
abit at $2.65, Chicago basis, which price 
seems too high to attract large buyers. 
Concentrated sheep manure is un- 
changed on the basis of $11.50 in bags 
f. o. b. Illinois factory. 

TANKAGE.—Chicago advices state 
that buyers appear to be waiting price 
concessions, as it seems that an easier 
tone is expected in the abattoir items, 
with the increased run of cattle that 
is shortly due with the nearness of the 
Western season. A detailed report of 
the Chicago market appears elsewhere. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The spot mar- 
ket has eased off owing to the light 
demand and bountiful supplies, quot- 
ing now at $2.12%, with nearby deliv- 
eries named at the same price, 

PYRITES.—While the usual yolume 
of business is noted on contracts, the 
market is very quiet and lacking in 
new interest. The local market is 
quoted on the unchanged basis’ of 
Spanish crude, unwashed fines, per 
unit, averaging 48@52 per cent, of sul- 
phur, ex ship, nominal, none offered.

The fertilizer situation has not changed 
materially in the past week. Inquiries con- 
tinue fairly numerous, but as prices rule 
steady and high, no disposition to place or- 
ders is shown, there being no urgent need 
for materials, and the conditions remaining 
such that transactions can be deferred. This 
tendency to postpone purchases is character- 
istic of the whole market, and is not ex- 
pected to give way to a material change in 
the situation until the fall. 

FISH SCRAP.—The Menhaden fisheries in 
the Chesapeake Bay are still reported to be 
realizing indifferent results. High winds 
and storms tended to interfere with the 
work of the boats the early part of the 
week and according to advices received here 
the catch has been limited, with the fish 
of poor quality and yielding little or no 
oil. Prices remain nominally at 25 cents 
f. o. b. Baltimore, with few buyers, while 
scrap deliveries are being made jon con- 
tract at $2.70 and 10 f. o, b. fishworks for 
September and October shipment. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There is practically no 
demand for dried blood at this season of 
the year, though the prices hold firm at 
2.80 for Western and $2.85 for foreign, the 
market being without any unusual develop- 
ments. Days pass without the brokers here 
being called on to make a quotation, and 
the quiet will, no doubt, continue for a 
while longer. 

TANKAGE.—Last week’s figures for tank- 
age continue to hold, $2.72% and 10 being 
the quotation on crushed, while for high 
grade ground tankage they are $2.824%4 and 
10, with offers moderate and buyers ap- 
pearing in very limited number.

Tankage has been 
in moderate demand, with only limited orders 
on Eastern account.

Low 
grade and bone tankage in good demand for 
prompt shipment, 

DRIED BLOOD.—Demand is fair on South- 
ern account, chiefly for prompt shipment. 
Blood is offered rather freely as far ahead as 
December, but no contracts running longer 
have been reported within the current week. 
Prompt shipment blood is offered at $2.45 Chi- 
cago, and up to December the same figure is 
being asked. This is about $2.77% Charleston, 
$2.76 Atlanta and Montgomery and 2. ( 
New Orleans, 

TANKAGE.—High-grade tankage, prompt 
shipment, is quoted on sellers’ basis at $2.35 
and 10 Chicago, $2.77% Charleston and $2.75 
and 10 Baltimore and Virginia points, August 
shipment is held at the same figure and August- 
December shipment at the same figure. For 
7% and 20 tankage August and December is 
quoted at about $16 per ton, while 7 and 15 
is held at $15.75 per ton, Chicago basis.

Standards for Tin Containers of 
Olive Oil. 


Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 

The Treasury Department has issued a 
supplement to the circular of November 
2, 17, which gave the results of a se- 
ries of tests of olive oil and tin containers 
thereof as shipped by the principal ex- 
porters of Italy and France. These tests 
were made to enable customs Officials to 
readily calculate the net quantities of oil 
contained in packages put up by the sev- 
eral shippers. The supplement just is- 
sued provides as follows:— 

“Referring to the decision of the Depart- 
ment of November 2, 1907 (T, D. 28474), which 
decision contains a tabulated statement of the 
weight of tins and oils from the leading 
manufacturers of Italy and France, I have to 
state that a recent test of four sizes of these 
tins shipped by Pietro Fortuna and Del Magro, 
of Lucca, Italy, shows the following results:—

TIN CONTAINERS UPON WHICH DRAW- 
BACK ALLOWANCE HAS BEEN PAID 
ON THE PLATE ARE SUBJECT TO 

DUTY ON ENTERING THE ISL- 
ANDS, ALTHOUGH CONTENTS 
MAY BE FREE. 
Washington, Aug. 15, 1909. 
[Exporters of goods to the Philippines 

desiring to avail themselves of the free 
entry granted by Section 5 of the new 
tariff act should take pains to make cer- 
tain that neither the goods themselves 
nor their containers or other coverings 
have received the benefit of the drawback 
laws as found in Section 25 of the new 
tariff act. The necessity for this caution 
has just been emphasized by a ruling of 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs cabled te 
the acting collector of customs at Manila, 
denying free entry to a consignment of 
petroleum shipped by the Standard Oil 
Company because the tin plate of which 
the containers were composed was of 
foreign origin and had received the bene- 
fil of the drawback law. A representative 
of the Standard voluntarily submitted the 
question to the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
and the company will pay the duty on 
the consignment, which is not large. It 
is assumed that hereafter the tin used in 
such containers will be of domestic origin, 
or if of foreign manufacture will not re- 
ceive the benefit of drawback of the duty 
paid thereon. 








Section 5 of the new tariff ‘taw_ pro- 
vides for the free entry into the United 
States of all Philippine rroducts except 
rice, and except sugar and tobacco in 
excess of certain quantities, and contains 
the folowing reciprocal provision:— 

“Provided, however, that in consigeration 
of the exemptions aforesaid, all articles, the 
growth, product, or manufacture of the United 
States, upon which no drawback of customs 
duties has been allowed therein, shall be ad- 
mitted to the Philippine Islands from the 
United States free of duty.”’ 

It will be noted that under the terms 
of this provison it is not necessary that 
the raw materials used in the manufac- 
ture of goods intended for shipment to 
the Philippines should be produced in the 
United States; the requirement is merely 
that they should be grown, produced, or 
manufactured here. In some cases, there- 
fore, manufacturers will be called upon to 
decide a nice question as to whether their 
products manufactured for export to for- 
eign countries and made in part of im- 
ported materials on which drawback has 
been paid can profitably be shipped to 
the Philippines and sold subject to the 
Philippine tariff duties, which average 
about 70 per cent. ad valorem. In most 
cases a negative decision would be 
reached, but the question would depend 
chiefly upon the amount of the drawback 
and the exact rate of the Philippine tariff.

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpelier, Ind., Aug, 12, 1909. 
A general review of the high-grade petroleum 
fields east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Llli- 
nois, Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Southern New York, for the week 
shows but a slight change from former weeks’ 
development work. No new fields have been 
brought to light, and the larger portion of the 
work is well confined to proven territory, while 
at the same time a great many wells are be- 
ing drilled in advance of production. In some 
instances wells are located from two to seven- 


ty-five miles in advance of where production 
of petroleum exists, and upon these purely 
wildcat wells the oil men are paying a good 
price to test territory in hopes of finding 
something new to work on, Wildeatting is 
still very much in evidence in some of the 
fields above mentioned, where there is the 
least show for finding new production. At the 
rate the wildcatter is now working by the 
close of the active season there will have been 
more territory tested than at any time in the 
past five years, Operators have not confined

The only new pool of the year to be found 
in the West Virginia regions that amounted to 
much was the opening up of the Shinnstown 
pool, in Harrison county, in the fifty-foot oil 
sand. ‘This pool at first was being drilled for 
gas, and it is through one of the gas concerns 
that oil was struck and developed into a very 
satisfactory pool. The staying of the well’s 
production is something out of the ordinary for 
any of the more eastern fields. The pool was 
soon defined and covered a very small area, but 
on the inside territory remarkable wel's were 
brought to light, while on the outer edges the 
wells were small producers. 

July developed into quite an active 
regardless of the cry to shut down active oper- 
ations.
